Washington, May 13—The 
trans- 


formed East Room greeted the throng 
of State governors, federal 
officials, 


scientists, and public men at 
the 


White House 
today when they as- 


sembled for the first session of 
the 


conference called by President Roose- 
velt to consider the subject of the 
conservation of the natural resources 
of the country. 


In the center was a desk upon which 


President Roosevelt 
will 
personally 


rwield the gavel during all the sessions. 
Forty-one state and territorial gov- 
ernors were seated directly in front 
of the rostrum. The conference was 
summoned to consider questions 
of 


forestry, land reclamation, irrigation, 
mining and sanitation. 


Five subjects are scheduled for con- 


sideration which are 
entirely sep- 


arate from conservation. These are, 
first, a plan, for a universal divorce 
law including 
classification of 
of- 


fenses for which a decree may be 
granted and simplification of meth- 
ods of procedure second, a plan for 
•extradition of criminals from one state 
Ito another upon telegraphic demands 
Tby governors; third, a plan for univer- 
sal agreement regarding treatment of 
tuberculosis in cattle fourth, a plan 
for the care and segration of consump- 
tives fifth, a plan for better supervi- 
sion and observance 
o' 
quarantine 


regulations. 


Such a gathering has been unprece- 


dented in the history of the country.

-when this morning's session began, 
iohose of California, Oregon, Georgia, 
Massachusetts, Texas, Tennessee and 
SPlorida.

Both prosecution and defense

ceived setbacks from the discoveries 
and revelations, but on the whole sub- 
stantial progress was made toward- 
bringing the case to the stage where 
it will be transferred o the courts. 


The report of the four physicians 


who conducted the post-mortem exam- 
inations on the bodies found in the 
ruins of the Gunnis home April 28 
were given to the coroner's jury yes- 
terday. 
They fail to 'StablisTi 
the 


manner in which the woman and her 
three children met death, and it is 
probable that the coroner's jury will 
return an open verdicf regarding them. 


The procedure in Indiana does not 


provide for coroners' Juries, so the 
findings will he the individual conclu- 
sions of 'Dr. Mack. 


D£ Mack said that he had no idea 


as to what his return will be. 


"I never saw Mrs, Gunness or her 


children that I know of," 
he said. 


'"There is nothing in evidence yet, so 
far as I am concerned, to establish the 
identity of the victims of the ^re, and 
consequently, I am without an opinion, 
official or otherwise, in this regard " 


Prosecutor R. N. Smith is still col- 


lecting evidence which he assorts will

deaths of Mrs. Gunness and her three 
children and in this work he is being 
aided by the sheriff and the Pinkerton 
operatives whom the latter has called 
in as helpers.

The grand jury is already in ses-

ILLUSTRIOUS CAREER 


OF JUDGE HARMON 


Judson Harmon was bom in Hamil- 


ton county, seven miles from Cincin- 
nati. Feb. 9. 1S46. He was gi\en his 
early education by his father, who had 
been a school teacher 
and had be- 


come a Baptist minister. He was grad- 
uated from 
Denison 
university at 


Granville in 1S66. In 1892. the college 
honored him •with, the degree of LL.D. 
After he left college. Judge Harmon 
entered the old Cincinnati Law school 
and was graduated from it in 1S69. 


In 1S76, he was elected judge of the 


common- ple^s court in Hamilton coun- 
ty, but a few months after taking his 
place on the bench was unseaed by 
a contest of his election in the Ohio 
senate. 
The senate was Republican 


and the Hayes-Tilden contest was at 
the same time on before me electoral 
commission. 


In 1ST?. Judge Harmon wes elected 


a judge of the superior court by a 
large majority. In 1SSS he was re- 
elected and served with Judge Milton 
F. Manning. Alfred Yaple and J. B. 
Foraker, now United States senator. 
March 7, 1SS7. Judge Harmon resigned 


plied to the Northern Securities case. 


Judge Harmon s,.cceeded also 
in 


having 
United States 
marshals at- 


torneys and other court officials placed 
on a salary instead of a fee basis. He 
seemed the settlement of the govern- 
ment's second lien on ttie Union Pa- 
cific railroad by the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest. While Jud^e Har- 
mon, was in office the Venezuela con- 
troversy with Great Britain arose, and 
his time also was taken up with the 
•work of stopping filibustering expedi- 
tions against the Spanish in Cuba.

Prof. Bawden's Statement. 


The following is the formal state- 


ment which Prof. Bawdeu prepared 
yesterday morning and gave to ths 
public as explaining his views on s<-- 
cial and other relations: 


"I believe in sincerity as the funda- 


mental basis of social relationships 
and organization. For this reason I 
am no longer willing to hold an official 
position in a social institution on the 
assumption that I stand for doctrines 
which I do not hold. I do not under- 
stand that in a municipal or state in- 
stitution, in this free country of Amer- 
ica, either President of Boards of Di- 
rectors attempt to put a halter on the 
thought or speech of the experts they 
employ in the various departments of 
the university. 
.Society, in the laws, 


customs and conventions of civiliza- 
tion, has provided an elaborate ma- 
chinery for expressing the will of the 
majority to the individual. But it has 
not. a correspondingly adequate mech- 
anism for getting the reaction of the 
individual point of view upon- the so- 
cial will. In our 
democracy, w.herg 


every individual is supposed to have 
the opportunity to make his contribu- 
tion in. determining these laws, cus- 
toms and .conventions, the individual 
ordinarily must possess either money 
or social influence in order to secure 
a hearing I maintain that this is not 
Just. 


• "I believe that it is every man's 


right to have a square (teal, and that 
if a man is sincere and straightfor- 
ward with is fellowinen he will get it. 
FV>r this reason I am employing the 
social organism called journalism, in

I it Will be in direct opposition to my 
wishes, for no personal 
animosities 


i enter into the situation so far as I am 
concerned. I bear no 111 to any indi- 


vidual. 
My only wish is to discover 


the social mind and the social will in 
this matter. 
After all, this is the era 


of ideas. 
The age of personal strife, 


like the age of brute force in warfare 
is drawing to a close. We are all 
seeking for the truth, not for 
each 


other's scalps. I have yet to meet the 
man who, deep in his heart, does not 
prefer 
co-operation 
to 
competition, 


and who wouldn't rather help 
than 


hurt the man with whom he differs. 
This is an impossible idealism, you 
say? The only way to'ftnc! out is to 
put it to the pragmatic test—and I, 
for one, not only beneve ir The ideal, 
but believe that it will work in the 
case of the enlightened American pub- 
lie. 


"I have no craving for notoriet". No 


one who knows my past ife will ac- 
cuse me of it. But a long, earnest ef- 
fort to understand the deepest laws of 
life ini society has finally forced me 
to the place where, as an officer in the 
.most important institution society has 
produced—the school—I feel the call 
to stand publicly for the things which 
my very life in that institution . has 
brought me to believe.

familiarity with the journalist's meth- 
ods of bringing a subject to the at- 
tention of the public, but I have con- 
fidence that an honest, direct appeal 
will reach the public ear, and that, 
if treated in a straightforward way, 
the ne-tvspapers will support tb/fe truth.

To cast social 
stigma on a woman who has become 
a mother outside, of wedlock and on 
the innocent issue of such a union 1» 
an inhuman brutality only matched by 
man's stupid so-called chivalry to wo- 
man.
